For many years past it has been 
rumoured that the Government at 
Peking intended to take meneures to 
put the water-ways of the North into 


good order. And the decrees and 
memorials which were published in 
the Peking Gazette daring May and 
Tune seomed to indicate that the time 
when action wonld be taken, if it bad 
not come at last, was at all events near 
at hand. We hoped that before the 


























end of this autumn we should hear of 
extensive wotks being undertaken, 
There scomed to be a conourrence of 
opinion, as to the pressing necessity for 
these, among the most powerful states- 
men in the Empite, ‘This was of good 
omen, and the times were favourable. 
The necessity for extensive restorations 
of destroyed or impaired ‘works, and 
for new oues, was admitted on all 
hands, ‘and we wero under the impres- 
sion that the highest officials were 
anxioas to conneot their names, with 
K| adertakinge which would hand them 
down to posterity as great benefactors 
of their country. ‘Bat the most recent 
Peking Gazetle has taught us. to 
moderate, if not to abandon for the 
presont, oar hopes of a thorough répair 
of the rivers and canals of the North 
being speedily carried, into effeot. 

About the itiiddle of May, £ 
Tativg-\’dug proposed’ to the Empress 
Doviagér'to discontinae the drill of the 
soldiers he hid feosntly ' brought :to 
Cui to employ them in clearing 
the ‘water-ivays of the province. The 
tmembérs’ of “the Gi Counoil were 
thereupon ordered to consider th 
position, and Prinos Oh’an 
on it before the Empress early.in the 
following ‘month, He was humbly of 
opinion that the ‘high-lying Jands .of 
Chibli became batten conutry in times 
of dronght,'and the low-lying grounds 
wore converted into a huge lake in times 
of excessive ‘moisture. ‘This makes it 
audoubtedly neceséary, be says, to. clea 
out accumulations of silt in the water- 
conrsés and to’ lead accamalations. of 
water into the propér channels, 
approved Tao's proposal to mi 
of the soldiery in the proposed erigineer= 
ing operations instoad of drilling them, 
and cited what was aid by a Grand 
Seoretary inthe reign of the Emperor 
Cb'ion Lung on the condition of the 
water-works in his days, and what 
he bad recommended to put them in 
order, Having thus comforted his 
mind in the customary manner by 
placing ‘® precedent on record, the 
Prince went on to suggest that while 
‘Tso's propositions ‘should be adopted, 
the work should be “began experi« 
mentally so that if immediate results 
are not insisted on there need be no 
fear of the work being brought to-a 
standstill in the middle for want -of 
fands.” Tho Grand Secretary must 
of course expect that his excelleut plaus 
will meet with opposition; and a second 
precedent was disinterred bearing on 
the antagonism shown by individuals 
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in the reign of Yung Chén to similar 
good works. Princo Cb’an offered 
the usual excuse for bis own unworthi- 
ness, and suggested that Prince Kung 
should be directed to assume the chief 
control of the undertakings, and that 
their Excellencies Li Hung-chang 
aud Tso Tsung-Vang should consider 
the scheme together, and formulate 
their plans. A deorce giving effect 
to these suggestions was published in 
the Peking Gazette of 25th May. The 
Gazette of 18th Jane contained a decree 
issued by the Empress Downgor, in 
which it is stated that Li had submitted 
a memorial, giving an account of the 
steps that have been taken at one 
time and another to keep the water 
ways of his province in order. On 
account of the great exponse nothing 
had been attempted on a wholesale 
soalo, and he gives it as his opinion that 
at the present time the work can only be 
accomplished by gradual stages. ‘The 
two Priuces and two Grand Secretaries 
were commanded to take such steps 
from time to time as shall appear to 
them best. 7 

The evils springing from tho 
condition of the rivers and canals of 
the north aro very serious, and bave 
long beon a reproach to the Imporial 
Government, and wobad trusted that the 
commands, as to the timely steps which 
the Princes and Councillors were to 
take, would be interpreted to mean that 


they would grapplo vigorously with the 


ruin into which tho waterways have 
fallen, ‘The country 
prosperous, but a bad 5 
in short crops might bring a recurrence 
of the state of affairs during the 
famine of threo and four years ag: 

And, though itis wise to cut one's 
coat according to one’s cloth, there are 
circumstances in which prudent men 
would take a little risk on themselves. 
‘The expenses of undertaking the works 
of repair would doubtless begreater than 
the ordivary fands at the disposal of the 
thorities could bear, bat the purpose is 
80 excellent that extraordinary means 
could easily be procured. What China 
has yet to learn, or at all events to 
appreciate moro fully than she does at 
present, is, that when neglect or 
untoward circumstances have brought 
what are actually the High roads of a 
large province, and {one peculiarly 
liable to droughts and the evils that 
flow from them, to the condition that the 
officials admit them to be in, the bit by 
bit way of mending them will not 
appear sufficient in the eyes of the 
world nowadays. Goveruments are 
required to do their utmost and when 
ordinary meana fail, then to employ 
extraordinary oes. ‘The best policy is 
to grapple at ouce with such a great 
danger as the present state of the 
watormays in Chihli. Unfortanately 
this does not seem to be the opinion of 
ELE, Li, who, in his last memorial on 
the subject, closes an elaborate report 
with a suggestion that nothing should be 
commenced on a wholesale scale. He 
probably knows more of the matler 

















SS 
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than any other official ; but we coufess 
that we are disappointed by the recom- 
mendations of his last memorial, as we 
had hoped he would have joined with 
Tso in an energetic course of action. 
It seems to us that it would have been 
wiser to do so, and we are certain it 
would h been much more: in con- 
formity with the spirit in which other 
nations would deal with matters similar 
to the present state of the northern 
waterway The fear of such another 
famine as that which occurred lately, 
would brace much less well-to-do States 
than China into at least attempting to 
do this daty to their subjects.

At a meeting of the Royal Geographical 
Society, held on the 13th June, Loni 
Aberdare(the President)in the chair, apaper 
by Mr. Colborne Baber, Chinese Secretary 
of Her Majesty's Legation at Peking, 
was read, It gave details of a journey] 
which he had made in Western Szechuen, 
—His Lordship, in opening the proceed: 
gs, said that when Sir Ruthorford 
Alcock was resident in China he had 
induced the Government to establish 
school thore for students desirous of 
qualifying themselves by the study of the 
language for service in China, One of tho 
most promising of the students of that 
school was Mr. Baber, who had acquired a 
most remarkable knowledgo of Chines, 
and also an important acquaintance with 
the country aud the people. He was thore- 
fore solected to accompany the mission 
which was sent to investigate the ciroum- 
stances of the murder of the late Mr, 
Margary, and was then appointed Consul 
at Ohung-King, and had mado several 
journeys of exploration in the province 
of Szechuen. In the absence of Mr, Baber, 
the paper would be read by Major Gill, 
who had been awarded the gold modal 
for his own explorations in China ; and 
who, moreover, had been a fellow travollor 
of Mr, Baber's in some places in the East, 
Major Gill then proceeded to read extracts 
from the paper, which was very lengthy, 
and, judged by the portions read, must bo 
highly interesting. He gave some vory 
interesting remarks concerning the Lolos, 
& people whom but ono or two other 
Europeans have visited before, and. of 
whom little really is known, This 
valuable paper was forwarded by Mr. 
Baber to Captain Gill for transmission 
to the Royal Geographical Society, and 
it appears it was claimed by tho Foroign 
Office, but Lord Aberdare stated at tho 
meeting that it was with some, trouble 
rescued from that limbo. Mr, Baber has 
given to the society a clever and highly 
valuable paper, and not the least important 
fact is that be has discovered the existence 
of a ew written character in use among 
the Lolos, entirely distinct from that of the 
surrounding people, ‘They would not give 
any copies or information about it, but 
‘Mr. Baber got something copied, and subso- 
quently other items, although incomplete 
and very imperfect, about it. Sir Ruther- 
ford Alcock and Monsiour Terrien’ do la 
Couperie then each made a few remarks, 
after which the meeting terminated. 

It is rumoured that it is the intention of 
the China Merchants’ Company to appeal 
against the decision delivered on the 28th 
ult., by R. A. Mowat, Esq, Acting Chief 
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Justice of H.M,’s Supreme Court, in the 
Hochung-Lapwing collision case, 

About thirty gamblers, who had been 
caught in a house in Hongkew, were 
broughtbefore the Mixed Court on Tuesday. 
One of them, the chief of the gang, 
who is a well-to-do man, and associates 
with the compradores of some of the 
largest foreign hongs here, was fined $400. 
Two of his principal confréres were 
muleted in a fine of $200 each ; another had 
a fine of $50 to pay, and fines varying from 
$10 downwards were imposed on nearly 
all of tho others, We understand the 
money produced by the penalties will be 
devoted to charitable objects. 

On Monday evening a Chinaman was 
helplessly drunk at one of the Chinese 
theatres, Eight ruffians placed him on a 
wheslbarrow and conveyed him to a vacant 
plot of ground near H.B.M.’s Gaol, 
where they stripped him to a state 
of complete nudity, and left him. ‘The 
drunken man remained in entire innocence 
of the outrage that had boen perpetrated 
upon him until he was discovered lying on 
the grass by the policeman on the beat, who 
had him removed to the Police Station. 
‘The Police were soon on the track of the 
offenders, aud succeeded in arresting all of 
them ; and at the Mixed Court on Tuesday 
they were each sentenced to two months’ 
imprisonment. 

In the Court of Sessions, Edinburgh, on 
the17th June, the case of Wm, A. Cornabé 
and others v. James Wilson was heard. 
This was a reclaiming note against the 
judyment of Lord Lee in an action at the 
instance of William Alexander Cornabé, 
Beckenham, Kent, partuer of the dissolved 
firm of Wilson, Cornabé and Co., 
merchants, Chefoo, China, against James 
Wilson, merchant, residing at Balgow: 
Lodge, Edinburgh, now in New Becken- 
ham, Kent, ‘The pursuer and dofendor 
entered into «contract of partnership to 
carry on business as traders in China from 
the beginning of 1873 down till the end of 
1877. The partnership was dissolved in 
1876, and in the accounts which were 
made up at that time, through some 
mistake or oversight, the pursuer says 
‘a sum equal to about £8,000 is due 
to him, and by this action he seeks to reduce 
the deed of dissolution of partnership, and 
to have an accounting. | After certain 
procedure Lord Lee found that the pursuers 
had failed to establish their grounds of 
action, aud he, therefore, assoilzied the 
defender, with expenses,‘ Pursuers 
reclaimed, and parties’ Counsel were heard 
in the First Division on the 16th June, but 
when the case was called again the next 

+ day intimation was made that a settlement 
had been arrived at. It is said the pursuer 
gets £3,000 under the arrangement, 

In March, 1879 (says the Broad Arrow), 
@ supernumerary lieutenant of the Iron 
Duke, at ‘Hongkong, was tried by court- 
martial on two chatges, the first being of a 
very grave nature. On this charge he was 
acquitted, but was convicted on the other, 
and sentenced to be dismissed the service 
with disgrace. The case, together with the 
evidence and all the proceedings of the 
Court, has lately been submitted to Counsel 
(Sir Hardinge Giffard, M.P., and Sir S. 
Baker), who are of opinion that the evidence 




















contradicted at every point where a refuta- 
tion was possible or obtainable ; that the 
charge was made only by the witness who 
had just previously been threatened by the 
accused to be reported for insolence and 
neglect of duty, and who might possibly have 
been glad to concoct such a charge as a pre- 
text for arresting him; that the Court there- 
fore acquitted the accused on that charge ; 
that he was then convicted on the secoud 
charge of conduct at variance with the 
strict though unwritten rules of naval 
discipline; but that an appeal ought to be 
made to the Admiralty. An appeal based 
on this emphatic opinion was accordingly 
made to the Admiralty to modify this 
harsh sentence, and we are glad to be able 
to announce that their lordships have so 
far concurred with Counsel that they have 
struck out the words “ with disgrace.” 

Shortly before eleven o'clock on Tuesday 
night, fire was discovered to have broken 
out in the block of property known as the 
Hongkew Village. So far as could be ascer- 
tained, it originated in a shop immediately 
behind Ching Chong’s, and bordering on the 
street which runs from the Hongkew 
Creek nearly parallel with the Broadway. 
‘The fames spread rapidly, and when the 
alarm was sounded at the various Police 
Stations, which was but a few minutes 
after the discovery of the fire was made, 
the glare they cast over the buildings 
was visible at a considerable distance, 
creating the impression that the immu- 
nity the community has enjoyed from 
fires of any kind for several months 
had been broken by an outbreak of con- 

iderablo magnitude. All the engines 
were on the’ spot with commendable 
promptitude, and took up positions near 
Y. Ching Chong’s store, obtaining their 
water from the creck. “No. 2, Hongkew,” 
and the “Victoria” engine, were the first 
to play on the flames in the street in 
which they originated, to the south ; while 
the other engines took up other advanta- 
geous positions. Notwithstanding the 
Promptitude with which the engines 
arrived, before any of them got to work 
the flames had extended to several shops 
on both sides of the strest in question, 
and were burning furiously when the fire- 
men commenced operations. Their efforts 
soon had a marked effect, but at half-past 
twelve the flames had by no means been 
brought into complete subjection, though 
there was but little fear of their spreading 
further. Shortly after one o'clock they were 
almost completely extinguished. ‘The 
damagedone wasmuch less than was believed 
to be the case at the time the flames were 
raging. Fourteen Chinese shops were com- 
pletely gutted, and others adjoining were 
somewhat damaged ; but the worst feature 
of the conflagration is that six lives have 
been lost. ‘The flames resulted from Joss 
celebrations in connection with the death of 
the occupier of a beancake shop. Deceased’s 
wife, mother, mother-inJaw, and four 
children were sleeping in the premises at 
the time, and only one of them, a boy about 
fifteen years of age, escaped by jumping 
from one of the upper windows, severely 
injuring his leg. The other six perished 
in the flames.

The P. & O. S. N. Company have 
very considerably reduced the local passage 
fares between Shanghai, Hongkong and 
Singapore, and the public will thushavegreat 
facilities for making these short voyages. 
‘Tiie single rate to Hongkong will now be 
Tis. 30 and the return ticket Tle. 45, 
whilst passengers can now go to Singapore 
and back for Tis, 90, and make a single 
passage to that place for Tis. 65. 

On the 15th June Reuter telegraphed 
that the negroes had massacred a thousand 
Chinese in Chili. We ventured at the 
time to express the opinion that Chili 
was a mistake for Peru, and in the papers 
that arrived by the English mail we find that 
intelligence from Valparaiso to the 16th 
June reported that the negroes from the 
neighbourhood of Cauete, Peru, massacred, 
a thousand Chinese near Santa Rosa. Tho 
Chinese made a brave defence, but were 
overpowered, owing to their provisions and 
ammunition failing. 

The Walls Castle, barque, from Liverpool 
for Chefoo, put in Capo Town, on the 19th 
June, with bowsprit sprung, making two 
inches of water per hour, and jettison of 
cargo to the extent of about 50 tons, 

‘Messrs, Douglas Lapraik and Co. have 
chartered the new boat Anjer Head from 
her ownors, Messrs. Angior Brothers, for 
twelve months, for service on the China 
Coast. She was to leave Cardiff, with coals 
for Singapore and Hongkong, about tho 
second week in July, 

‘The City of Rome, the largest steamship 
in the world; with the exception of the 
Great Eastern, has been launched from the 
yard of the Barrow Shipbuilding Company, 
Barrow-in-Furness. She has been built 
for the Inman Line, and is intended for 
service between Liverpool and Now York, 
Her dimensions are—Length, 586 ft. ; 
breadth, 52 ft. 3 in. ; depth of hold, 37 ft. ; 
with a tonnage of 8,826 tons, her horse 
power indicated being 10,000. To propel 
the ship at the high speed of eighteen 
knots an hour, the builders have adhered 
to the single-screw arrangement, and 
adopted a propeller 24 ft. in diameter. 
About an hour before the launch, the boiler 
of a donkey-engine on the deck exploded, 
and caused the death of three men and 
injuries to ten others, 

Messrs. Denny and Sons, of Dumbarton, 
launched, on the: 15th June, a steamer 
for the Peninsular and Oriental Com- 
pany, which was named the Clyde. She 
is a vessel of about 4,500 tons gross 
capacity, and vill have engines capable 
of indicating 4,000-horse power. Very 
special attention is being given to the 
passenger accommodation, which will be 
of an exceptionally comfortable character. 
‘The large square saloon and music room 
above it are being constructed from designs 
made by an architect in the popular and 
so-called Queen Anne style. The passenger 
cabins are so arranged both for. first and 
second-class passengers, as to give a very 
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Jarge additional space for each passenger 
carried compared with the usual allowance 
for this purpose in sea-going steamers. 

The British ship Macdug’, Captain John- 
ston, which arrived at Singapore on Sunday, 
10th June, from Cardiff, brought in Capt. 
Pfeiffer and’ the’ crew of the German ship 
Hansa, also from. Cardiff for Singapore, 
which had been wrecked in the Straits 
on the afternoon of the 6th, by striking 
on an unknown sunken rock near Bintang 
Island. Captain Pfeiffer took the bearings 
of his vessel at 3 p.m, on the 6th 
as follows: — Bracket Islands, 8.S.W., 
Horsburg Lighthouse, W. }N. At 3.15 
the Hansa struck on a rock, getting off 
immediately after, when sho commenced to 
fill, and at 7.30 p.m. sank in 14 fathoms 
water. Her mast can be seen above the 
water for a considerable distance. The 
captain’s report and the vessel's bearings 
have, been communicated by the German 
Consul to the Master Attendant, who will 
endeavour to find out the rock in order to 
have it properly marked on the charts. If 

. the Hansa’s bearings are correct this is a 
rious unknown danger in the fairway of 
vessels entering or leaving the port. 

From the Straits Times we take the 
following particulars of the accident to the 
P. and O, steamer Pekin:—“Tho P. and 
O, Mail stéamer Pekin, Captain Anderson, 
which left Singapore at 10 a.m. on Satur- 
day, the 16th July, for Hongkong, 
broke her main shaft during the samo 
night when about 65 miles to the north- 
ward of Pulo Aor, About twelve hours 
after tho accident, the steamer Carisbrooke, 
Captain Wharton, from Hongkong for this 
port, came up and took her in tow, arriy- 
ing hore at seven o'clock am. on the 
19th, Tho Pekin will have to go to the 
Go,’s wharf and discharge part of hor cargo 
in order to replace her shaft, which will 
iain hor here for some days. ‘The mails 
will, however, be forwarded this evening, 
if possible, by the O. S. S. Co.’s steamer 
Bevcation, which vessel’s departure has 
boon accelerated for this purpose. We 
‘understand, also, that she has been liberally 
subsidised by the Postmaster-General to 
proceed at her quickest possible speed with 
the mails as far as Hongkong. 

‘We (China Mail) have been kindly 
favoured by Captain Croad, of the C.LS.N. 
Co.'s ‘steamer Fuyew, with the following 
extract from his ship's log :—

‘The Chinese gunboats Jota, Captain 
Ross, the Kappa, Captain Powell, and the 
Lambda, Captain Haffner, arrived at Hong- 
Kong on the 22nd July from Neweastle-on- 
‘Tyne, which port they left on the 18th 
May last. ‘They are twin-screw gunboats 
intended for river service, and their speed 
is 10} kuots; their registered tonnage 
129,24 tons, and gross tonnage 267 tons. 
These little gunboats are built so exactly 
alike that one could easily be mistaken for 
the other. Each of them is armed with one 
35-ton gun, two 13-pounders, two Gatling 
guns, and four Nordenfeldts. The Jota is 
commanded by Captain Ross (who acts as 
Commodore of thelittle fleet) and her officers 
are: chief officer, Mr. McKenzie ; second 
officer, Mr. Payne ; gunner, Mr. Marshall ; 
and chief engineer, Mr. Montgomery. Her 
complement is twenty-nine hands, all told, 
‘The Kappa is commanded by Captain P. A. 
Powell ; chief officer, Mr, H. Pybus ; second 
officer, Mr. Thompson ; gunuer, Mr. Patey ; 
and chief engineer, Mr. Soulsby. She also 
has a complement of twenty-nine hands, 
all told. The Lambba is commanded by 
Captain Haffner ; chief officer, Mr. Smith ; 
gunner, Mr. Andrews ; and chief engineer, 
Mr. Harper. ‘The Jota started for Canton 
on the 24th, and the Kappa and Lambba 
were to leave for Tientsii on the 27th 
should no instructions be received from 
Captain Ross to the contrary. The 
following is the report of their voyage :— 
Left Neweastle 18th May ; Plymouth May 
24th ; arrived at Malta 4th June at 6 a.m., 
and left on the 5th at 7.15. Reached Port 
Said on the 11th at 3.15 a.m. and left'at 
1.60 the same day.

We believe 
woare correct in stating that a provisional 
sanction has been giveu to the promoters 
of the proposed lines’ of tramway by the 














Government, pending further arrangements 
with the Municipality. ‘This enterprise, 
which will undoubtedly be 
advantage to Singapore, is promote 
the firm of. Messrs.. Drummond 
Gaggino and some of the Jeading merchants 
in the place, who have now brought 
the project before. the authorities ina 
tangible shape—a shape which -hitherto it 
has not assumed. ‘The principal lines pro- 
posed to be coustructed, according to: the 
plan which has been laid before . the 
Government and the Municipality, embr 
the chief thoroughfares of the town, ‘Thus 
we hiave one.commencing at Rochore river 
ranning through South Bridge road” 
terminating at the wharves, Another 
provides for the traffic of Siragoon, and a 
third is laid out to run along Orchard road. 
The promoters also have shown a line 
which is intended to be carried from the 
Post Office down Collyer Quay along the new 
embankment of the Teluk Ayer reclama- 
tion to a junction with the line to the 
wharves, Judging from the success in a 
financial as well as in a public point of 
view, which has attended the construction 
of tramways in towns not possessing a third 
of the population and natural’ advantages 
of our own, we consider we are not over- 
sanguine in predicting a like success for 
the Singapore tramways.

‘The advan- 
tnges which the Convention bestowed 
on trade were not very grent, but 
the opening of the ports of call for 
steamers on the Yangisze has proved 
beneficial, aud we should be glad if 
measures were taken to allow mer- 
chants to’ establish thems 
Chungking.

any farther delay in this matter, and 
as the Chinese Government is believed, 
to be quite willing that foreigners 
should have the right to establish 
themselves at. Chungking, we trast 
the British Minister will soon take 
to evable them to 

another matter 
affecting British interests in Shang. 
hai which has not received such 
Prompt attention as it deserves. Wo 
refer to tbe registration here of 
joint stock companies. This, after 
having been referred by the Foreign 
Office to the Chief Justice, was after- 
wards fally considered in London, and 
as far as our information goes, is now, 
hung up somewhere “-between the 
Legation and the Foreign Office. It 
may be pigeon-holed in either, but 
seeing the difficulty that exists in 
transacting business at the Legation, 
we should not be very much surprised 
if the papers were there. We trust 
that this, and the matters which we 
have refered to, with others we Lave 
left annoticed, will receive early atten- 
tion and be satisfactorily arranged at 
Peking. 








THE CUSTOMS’ PUBLICATION ON OPIUM. 
Tux Inspector-General. of Foreign 
Customs has recently caused to bo 
issued a series of reports on the con- 
sumption of opium in China, which 
we may say are chiefly remarkable as 
showing how great are the difficulties, 
especially to persons occupying official 
positions, in arriving at any correct 
calculations. The statistics to our 
mind do not support the view taken in 
regard to them by the. Inspector. 
General, though it may be a reasonably 
safe calculation that the number of 
people in China who use opium to an 
excess likely to injare their health 
may be put down as vastly under one 
per cent. ‘This question of opium 
s«moking in China is one of considerable 
importauce morally and socially, and is 
certainly not likely to be brought to a 
sutisfactory conclusion by such wild 
statements, as on the oue side are 
made by the Inspector-General of 
Customs and on the other haud by a 
section of the missionaries who a 
actively aiding in the antiopium trade 
agitation in Euglaud. If we are 
to belicve one side there are districts 
in Obiua where every man, woman 
and child, is a victim to the vice 
of opinm-smoking, while if wo listen 
to the other we are to. suppose 
that this habit so much spoken about 
is really confined to 8} individuals 
in every thousand. More sober caleula- 
tions, and perhaps better opportunities 
of judging, would lead us to moderate 
very considerably both statements. Wo 
have heard it stated by many sensible 
Chinese that the number of their 
male friends who smoke opium, .as 
against those who do. not is about 
seven to three, a caloulation somotimes 
modified to-six to four, and. our 
own exporionce goes to prove that 
the calculation is not very far astray: 
‘This is curiously exemplified in tho last 
Mani 1 Report. Of 2,872 Chinese 
prisoners approhended last year by tha 
Police 902 were opium-smokers. . This, 
however, does not fairly state the 
proportion. Of the above number 1,188 
were dismissed or fined, go that. the 
number actually coming under. the 
knowledge of the police was, reduced 
to 1,684, or about 536 smokers to the 
thousaud. Many more it may. be 
assumed would smoke occasionally, 
aud on the other hand the proportion 
is likely to bo greater amongst the 
crimival than the ordinary population. 
Again, the adult male population of 
the English and Hongkew Settlements 
may be put done at about 60,000, The. 
Municipal Council charges a license feo, 
on opium-shops of half a dollar a lamp, 
This fee brings in nearly $2,500 por 
month, showing that about 5,000 lamps 
are in use, Each lamp may be assumed, 
as serving ou an average six smokers, 
so that the uamber of opinm-smokers 
frequenting their shops maybe stated 
at 30,000. On the one haud many. of 
these are visitors only coming into’ the: 
Settlements by day, and. many, of the, 














residents prefer smoking at home, 
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The number resulting may be assumed 
at 82,000, which fairly tallies with 
the calculation above. Now, it seems 
to be pretty well agreed that the 
smoker who uses threo mace per 
day is more or less impaired in health. 
Great smokers seldom cousume more 
than five mace per day, though some do 
run their consumption up to 10 or 
even 12 mace. Thesé latter are rare 
exceptions, and it may be assumed 
that much of the opium is actually 
wasted. Now it is notorious that a 
large proportion of the lower classes, 
especially those engaged in intermittent 
labour, smoke opium often to excess, 
Of five coolies engaged by Bishop 
Moule, four he told us smoked opium ; 
probably we might reduce the ordinary 
proportion.to three out of four. Now 
even in the foreign Settlements at 
Shanghai, the wages of such a coolio 
can searcely be put down at over 
225 cash per day, say 94d.; three mace 
of opium would cost, say, 180 cash or 
four-fifths of this sam, leaving but 2d, 
or less to provide lodging, food and 
clothes, and this not for a small 
proportion but for three-quarters of the 
coolies engaged. Such a cnlontation 
bears on the face of it its own refuta- 
tion. Were we to reduce the amount by 
three-quarters we should probably be 
nearer the trath, This amount of 
opium ‘por head for each smoker as 
compiled above would require a con- 
sumption of two piculs per annum per 
thousand of the gross population. It 
will be noticed that we have charged 
the opium at 60 cash per mace, and 
have made no allowance for the 
difference between prepared and crude 
opium as imported. The reason is that 
practically a largo proportion of the 
opium consumed is used twice over, 
opinm ashes containing still a consider- 
able portion of narcotic matter, and 
being sold on the market for nearly 
half the price of new opium. Now it 
will be seon that this amount of two 
piouls por annum of opium consumed 
per thousand of the population, aud 
which as been deduced from Shang. 
hai, experience is really about double 
of the average of the province. The 
threo ports of Shanghai, Chivkiang 
and Wahu used in 1879, 31,000 piculs 
of foreign opium. They /may be 
assumed to have supplied |the two 
provinoes of Kiangsu and Anbni, with a 
population of, say, thirty-three millions. 
Very little native opium finds its way 
into these provinces, but assuming 
that 2,000 piculs did arrive or were 
grown on the spot we should have 
38,000 piouls for the annual consump- 
tion of thirty-three millions of people, 

‘one picul perthousand of the population, 
We will endeavour to test this caleula- 
lation by another instance. In 1879, 
the three “ports of Swatow, Amoy and 
Foochow took sbout 18,000 piculs 
through the Foreign Customs, and 
probably 3,000 more entered the pro- 
vinee by native craft from Hongkong. 
Fabkien produces but a small amount 
of native opium, probably Mr, Hannen’s 




















estimate of 1,000 pionls is near the 
truth. There were introduced then 
into the provines 22,000 piculs of 
opium; and this we may assame to 
have supplied the following populations; 
Fabkien thirteon millions, part Kiangsi 
five millions, part Kasugtuug four 
millions ; or agaiu one picul per aunum 
to 1,000 of the population, giving three- 
eighths of a mace of crade opium per day 
to each smoker. Assaming the popula- 
tion of China to be 280 millions, we 
should need for its supply the equivalent 
of 280,000 piculs annually, China 
imports from India, say 90,000, leaving 
the equivalent of 190,000 to be grown in 
China, This does not, however, repre- 
seut the actual amouut. First because 
the amount of narcotic matter in the 
native opium is not equal to that in 
tho imported, aud secondly that there 
in good reason to believe ‘that the habit 
of smoking is more general in the 
wost and north-west of China than in 
eastern and south-eastern provinces. 
With these corréctions we may assume 
that the amount of uative opium 
produced is about 270,000 piculs 
annually, an amount whieh agrees with 
that deduced by Mr. Drew at Ningpo 
from the lust authorities. Our con- 
clusions are, therefore, that a majority 
of the adult male population of China, 
amounting to something under one- 
sixth of the entire, smoke opium, and 
that the average amount smoked por 
day is about three-cighths of n mace. 
‘This is only one eighth of the amount 
which it is confessed on all sides ig 
needed to produce ill effects. ‘The limit’ 
of safety therefore is a'wide one, and 
we can understand why with so many 
smokers 0 little practical evil results. 











SANITATION. 


Wuen some forty or fifty years ago 
the increasing urban populations of 
England and the Continent woke up 
to the necessity of taking some measures 
to preserve the public health, there was 
but little accumulated experieuce to 
guide them. 
the necessity of sewers,,aud of some 
way or other of removing the objection- 
able matters, whiob, of necessity, must 
exist where large uambers of human 
|iveing are living on a confined space, 
‘had been long recognised, but no ono 
bad made a special study of the subject, 
nor had the results of different systems 
been tabulated. In England the condi- 
tion of affairs was looked upou with 
much complacency, The last attack 
of the plague in London was in 
1665; in 1666 the greater portion 
of the city was burnt down, and in 
rebuilding more care was taken for 
ventilation in the old city. The 
plague retarned to its old 
haunts, and it was taken for granted 
that all that bad been required was done, 
arid that Great Britain could safely 
sleep with au easy conscience that 
everything had been done that reason- 








able man could require for the preserva- 
tion of health. The introduction of

the steam engine and the consequent 
growth of mauafacturing. populations, 
especially in the contre and north of 
England, upset their complacency; and 
it was found that ugly spots were still 
to be found even in the best regulated 
towns; and that though the typical 
plague was not prosent in person, 
unpleasant relations in the shape of 
typhus fever, malignant cholera, sear. 
latina, and other diseases, more or less - 
directly traceable to evil sanitary condi- 
tion, were widely prevalent. Wo most 
of us know the results. Sewers were 
made where sewers were never known 
before, every house was provided with 
‘oue or more water closets and aculleries, 
and every deposit of filth'was made 
to communicate with the new drains, 
and these finally were discharged iuto 
the nearest watercourse, ‘The results 
wore satisfactory for a time ; the towns 
were cleaner, tho smells decreased, and 
all England again fell into @ condition 
of complacency. By and bye the little 
weaknesses inherent in tho new system 
commenced to make themselves felt, 
Bad smells from the drains, which had 
been made the receptnole of every kind 
of filth, crept up through gratings or 
entered the basements of houses, The 
remedy for so simple an affair soomed 
easily found. Drains and sinks wero 
trapped, and elaborate measures taken 
to hermotioally seal all sewers. ‘The 
mattors which were conveyed into the 
sowors wore left to putrify there, and 
the drains of the principal towns 
became nothing better than a series 
of elongated cesspools, It was fore 
gotten that putrifying matters evolved 
large quantities of gases, and that, if 
prevented from escaping, tho pressure 
would accumalate till it was sufficient 
to overcome the resistence of the water 
in the traps, which then becanie the - 
means of introducing concentrated 
sewer gases into the houses, It was 
likewise forgotten that the occasional 
prosence of largo quantities of water, 
and in some places the rise of tidal 
waters must of necessity displace largo 
wntities of these gases, and that tho 
natural means of escape was into the 
basements of houses by means of private 
drains, and that there rising by their 
natural specific gravity they dis 
sominated themselves through all tho 
upper portions. Now and then the 
opening of a sewer worse than usual * 
was attended with fatal consequonces, 
and @ verdict of accidental death was 
returned when some workman trying 
to enter the fetid atmosphere was taken 
ont a corpse. But this evil of the new 
system did not end there; the rivers 
were made the final receptacle, and all 
the filth of the large towns was poured 
into them. Large as is the volume of 
water in the Thames, its condition 
became so bad that extensive works had 
to be undertaken to prevent the 
contamination, The Rea at Birming- 
ham, the Irwell at Manchester, the 
Roch at Rochdale, were, however, only 
insiancés of the extent to. which the. 
water-ways of the country were being

made receptacles for filth, and it seemed 
as if in one form or other, by polluted 
water, or by fetid air, the populations 
wore bound to be poisoned. This condi- 
tion of affairs introduced the second era 
of sanitary reform, in which we aro 
now living. Itmay be described aschiefly 
concerned in seeking remedies for the 
errors of the first. While it was possible 
at London to carry the sewer water ® 
sufficient distance down the Thames to 
cause little or no ill effects, the same 
measures were manifestly inadequate 
in midland towns. - Acts of Parliament 
wore passed forbidding tho pollution of 
streams, but thero was no other means 
available, and in most eases they have 
hnd to be suspended. With regard to 
the other question, that of ventilation, 
more reasonable thooriesliave prevailed, 
and it is curious to find that after a 
long trial the aystem of sealed rowers 
is now practically given ap. In many 
even of the largest towns the sewers 
commnnicate with the open air throngh 
gratings in the middle of the streets, 

ittle or no inconvenience is found 
to reanlt, In many cases the gases were 
first made to paar through boxes of 
charcoal, or were led into fnctory 
furnaces. The former has almost 
invariably been given wp, while the 
latter is not 0 extensively practised as 
would probably be found beneficial. 
For the’ most part traps in private 
honses aro now thomselyes ventilated, 
and tho old result of the water left in 
the trap being blown ont, or itself 
becoming a medium for the carringo of 
sowor gases is avoided. One town has 
had the courage to adopt » system 
almoat identical with that in practice in 
Shanghai, and it may be satisfactory 
to residents here to learn with the 
best results. Ono of the filtbiest and 
most aubealthy towns in Lancashire 
was formerly Rochdale. The little 
river which flowed through it, the 
Roch, was utterly unable to carry 
away the filthy secretions which found 
their way into its bed, and Rochdale, 
pushed to extremes, hit on the system 
of carrying away its more objectiou- 
able matters in buckets as bas boon 
done at Sbanghai. At first tentative, 
the system grow in public estimation, 
and it had the still farther recommenda- 
tion that Rochdale found it economical 
as well as healthy, Except that the 
buckets are oarried away by tho con- 
tractors in closed carts, there is little 
difference in the working of the system 
from that adopted in Shangbai; and 
even the closed carts are not as yet 
hermetically sealed, so that in the early 
morning the passenger occasionally 
experiences: what may remind him of 
the ‘Model Settlement.’ Eventually the 
change: has been fonud much for the 
better, the honses are cleaner aud 
healthier, and the mill owners would 
not ander any circumstances revert to 
the former system. Rochdale. still 
wants one further amendment, and that 
is the absolute prohibition of the con- 
nexion of water closets with public 
drains. ‘It is satisfactory to find that 



























this sensible provision bas beeu taken 
in the proposed amended regulations 
for the Settlements at Shangh: 








‘THE CHANNEL TUNNEL. 

As our readers will have seeu in the 
Home newspapers, the experimenta) 
borings at both ends of the proposed 
taunel between England and France 
have resulted satisfactorily to the 
promoters of the scheme, They now 
profess to be under no fear of the 
work being destroyed by flooding. Sir 
E. Watkin, in making bis statement of 
what had been secomplished to the 
shareholders of the South Eastern 
Railway, spoke in the usual roseate 
style of Chairman of Ruilway Com- 
panies, According to him the work 
wax not only perfectly feasible, Int 
would be completed with an ense as 
regards engineering and mouetary 
matters far greater than had been 
anticipated. It is evident that wo 
whisper of the new invasion scare, 
which the Times has started, and other 
pnpers have repeated, hud reached his 
ears. According to the —lendi 
journal and those others who have 
followed it, a uew danger to England, 
and oue of the most serious natare, will 
come into existence as soon as the tannel 
auder the Straits bas been finished. 
The silver streak, to which Mr. 
Gladstone referred as Great Britain’s 
chief safety from her enemies on the 
Continent, will then have been annibi- 
Inted. Any military Power which has 
possession of the French end, will be 
able to pour ber troops on uususpect= 
ing England. Once the English 
terminus bas been secured by the 
advanced force of her enemy, a whole 
army will follow swiftly. It is almost 
made to appear that the whole thing 
could be doue in a night; that Buglish. 
men might go to sleep feeling a perfect 
sense of security in the Chanuel fleet, 
the Intest telegrams from the Continent, 
the closing quotations on the Stock 
Exchange, all the symptoms which 
ordinary men are accustomed to study 
in order to fiud out how the world 
generally is going, and having satisfied 
thomselves in tho evening that all was 
well, might awaken in the morning to 
find an euemy entrencbed on Shake- 
spere’s cliff, Dover captured,and London 
in a panic. Everything is to be done so 
secretly that no ivkling of the horrid 
designs of the foe is to be blown 
across the Channel. The subterranean 
army is to be secretly assembled. They 
might be encamped near Calais for 
pleasure, or on the plea ofa review. No 
one is to suspect their evil intentions. 
Suddenly a few words would arrive 
from Paris, and all would be changed. 
The Frenchmen would no longer be 
playing at soldiering, with perhaps 
several thonsands of excursionists 
from perfidious Albion unsuspectingly 
looking on, but they would be traus- 
formed on the instant into ruthless 
invaders of the Island of their ancient 
foes. It would ouly require a pleasant 
































and short night ride of some half an 





hour at the most for a number of goldiers 
snfficient to surprise, oaptare, and bold 
the English end of the tuunel, until 
reinforcements were brought over, when 
the south-east of England would be in 
the euemy’s bands. The ‘Times and 
other newspapers write of this new 
invasion danger in solemn language, 
and appareutly believe all the perils 
they conjare up, and do not seem to see 
how much they take for grauted when 
they suppose that such a surprise 
could bo possible. It is indeed somo- 
what difficult to believe that the writers 
are iu earnest in what they say, bab 
a letter which has appeared from Sir 
BE. Watkin, in which he meots the arga- 
ments and strives to allay tho fears of 
the Times, shows that a considerable 
impression had beon made on the 
public by the newly-invented alarm, We 
have of late years so got into the 
abit of Jookiug on France, as closely 
allied to us, that the iden of douger

appears now to be somewhat absurd, 
Iu former times we had invasion 
panies every few years, and erected 
fortifications, increased the army and 
navy, and, under the influence of the 
last alarm, created tho Volunteers, 
Taking everything into account we 
thought we had a right to consider 
ourselves tolerably secure, and probably 
one of the last things that half a 
yoar ago would have been supposed 
likely to farnish a topio for discussion 
in England would have been an inva. 
sion from France. We seemed to have 
left such « thing out of reckoning alto 
gether, and though we do not see that 
@ tunnel under the Channel makes it 
any more probable of occurrence, the 
fact remains that it has been discussed 
by a considerable portion of the 
English Press. It may be that the 
recent Tunisian policy of France, 
and still more the irritation which 
has been created in England by the 
terms on which the negotiations for 
tho new treaty of commerce have been 
commenced, and are understood to have 
been carried on, have re-awakened old 
feelings aud that this scare is part of 
the outcome. Very little has, often 
before, sufficed to create something like 
an invasion panic in England, and the 
country has at times fallon so readily 
into them that there has beon @ 
suspicion that while the peo 
to be alarmed they were re 
ing themselves. And when i 
bered that for nearly a year, tho Irish 
question has almost monopolised the 
public attention and the newspapers, it 
is not to be wondered at that a new 
and promising sensationshould havebeon 
readily seized ou and made the most of.

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTES. 

Tune 18th.—(1) A decree issued by Her 
Majesty tho Empress Regent, Li Hung. 
chang has submitted a momorial in rep! 
to Our commands, in which ho enumerates 
the stops that have beon taken at ono time 
and another to keep in order the water- 
ways of Chili, The water system of the 
metropolitan province, he states, vitally 
concerns tho interests of the Empiro and 
the people, and year after year measures 
have been taken fo maintain its eficieney, 
important ropairs having been gradual 
tunblectaben af potate whare:they Were moet 
needed. Tho expense of these works, 
however, is so great that nothing has been 
attempted on a wholesale scalo, and a 
reviow of efforts in past years convinces 
him that at the prosont tine this work 
can only be scanty tea by gradual stages. 
‘We command the Princo of Kung and tho 
Prince Ch’an to consider the circumstances 
in concert with Tso Tsung-t’ang and Li 
Hung-chang, and to take such stops from 
time to time as shall appear to them best, 
after due deli tion. 

(2) The Governor-General of the Two 
Kuang Provinces and the Governor of 
Kuangtung report the des; 
‘Tis. 92,310, being the second instalment 
of the subsidy due to Poking from the 
salt revenue of Kuangtung for the present 
year. In reporting the despatch of this 
sum the memorialists incidentally quote 
an Imperial decree, which fixes the total 
revenuo from the provinces duo to Peking 
for the present year at Tis. 7,050,000 

(3) Memorial from the Governor-General. 
at Canton, applying, at the instance of the 

it Commissioner and Provincial Judge, 
for sanction to an arrangement under which 

engaged in tho. prevention of salt 
smuggling, whether in the inner or outer 
waters of Kuangtung, or on land, shall be 











allowed to carry arms supplied by thi 
‘authorities, and shall’ be held blanieléss in 
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the event of their killing any one forming 
one of a large gang of smugglers attempting 
organised resistance. ‘This immunity is 
not extended to cases where the number of 
smugglers are few, or they are unarmed. 
‘The application is prompted by the increase 
of smuggling by large gangs of armed men, 
which necessitates the adoption of severe 
‘measures for its suppression.—Granted by 
Rescript. 

June 19th.—(Court Circular.) The 
Board of Ceremonies report the arrival in 
Peking of the Annamese Envoy. 

‘Pho Governor of Shun-tien reports a 
rainfall of over threo inches of saturation 
in the Metropolitan District. 

(1) A decree, The Court of Consors 
have forwarded an appeal presented by a 
district Magistrate of Kiangsu. Appellant 
states that whilst in office he was forcibly 
robbed of $4,000 odd by some miscreants 
whom he succeeded in apprehending, but 
whom the Prefect wrongfully released, 
‘When the time came for him to hand over 
his accounts to his successor he could not 
get together a. sufficient sum of money 
and was deprived of his rank and impri- 
soned. From this confinement he escaped 
and laid his case before the Censorate. 
Let the high authorities of Kiangsu care- 
fully inquire into the truth of his story 
and report. f 

(2) The Governor of Chékiangreports that 
the balance of last year's tribute rice due 
from his province is now at Tsung-miug 
Hien, loaded and awaiting a fayourable 
‘wind to put to sea. The yearly requisition 
in the case of Chékiang is 505,000 picu 
of which 357,400 piculs have already be 
forwarded as reported in previvus mem 
rials. ‘There are still some smaller contrib 
tions due on different accounts, which wi 
be collected and sont on as soon as possible, 

(8) The same officer reports the trans- 
mission of Tis, 60,000 to Peking, being the 
second instalment of the Tis, 290,000 at 
which NE gabello and Jtin duos of 
tho province of Ohékiang are assessed for 
this year. 

@ ‘Tho same officer reports the death of 
Brigado-Gonoral Wang Chi =F FE. Tho 
oareer of the deceased officer had been an 

f He had risen 
gradually from the ranks to the position ho 
held at the time of his death. He had borne 
part in almost every engagement with the 
Tebels in the South, and every commander 
io served under awarded him the highest 

rize for valour. No wall is said to have 

een able to stand before him, and his body 
was scarred with wounds thick as the scales 
on afish, In 1870 ho was appointed, with 
two others, to patrol the coast of Chian, 
nan, and from that timo till his death 
was unremitting in his attention to his 
duties, .

(6) Memorial from the Governor-General 
of the Two Kiang, on the constantly recur- 
ring question of the supply of Hupeh with 
salt. A compromise was last year suggested 
by which half the licenses should be issued 
to Huai-an traders, aud half to Szechuen- 
ese, (see Gazette of 7th Oct. 1880). Memo- 
rialist now finds that the Szechuen yin 
‘weighs more than that of Huai-an, and that 
the Szechuen manufactories are thereby 
enabled to dispose of considerably more 
salt than the rival manufactory of Huai-an. 
‘He begs that the weights used on both 
sides be adjusted to a uniform standard, 














































and the equilibrium thus restored.—Refer- 
red to the Board. 

Tune 20th.—(1) Postscript memorial from 
Li Hung-chang. The Taotai of Tientsin 
recently reported to the memorialist that a 


‘Yang-hu Hsien, in Kiangsu, and carrying 
ordinary cargo and passengers as well, 
which Ieft Woosung on the 23rd of March, 
was blown on to a sandbank at the’ mouth 
of the Peiho river on the 13th of April 
last. It appears that on that day a heavy 
N.W, gale suddenly sprang up and blew 
the junk on to a sandbank, where she 
started her bottom planking: the bulk- 
heads gave way and all the cargo was 
scattered, the frame of the vessel floating 
away and leaving all the cargo in the 
water. The passengers and crew took 
to the boats and wero rescued by a fishing 
craft, but nothing of the cargo was 
saved. Tho Magistrate of the ‘Tientsin 
district was ordered to go to the scene of 
the wreck with an officer from the Taku 
Forts, and they found that nothing 
remained of the junk or cargo. Enquiry 
showed that the loss of the vessel was not 
the result of careless navigation, nor was 
the wreck intentionally brought’ about to 
conceal any irregularities, such as theft 
of cargo, ete. It being the rule that 
when vessels carrying tribute rice are lost 
from causes beyond control, the-value of 
the rice su lost shall not be demanded from 
the junk-owner, the memorialist, having 
satistied himself that the above report is 
correct, begs to make the usual application 
for immunity from reparation, Rescript : 
Let the Board concerned take note. 

~ (2) The same officer renews an applica 
tion that no expectants of office may be 
sent forward to his province for another 
year, the previous year of exemption 
sanctioned by the Board expiring-on the 
ith of July next.—Referred to the Board 
of Civil Office. 

Tune 21st.—{1) A decree in answer, to 
an application from a Censor that retukns 
may be published of the amounts drawn 
from.the Board of Reveiue by the Office 
of the Imperial Household in the year 
1875, and on a recent occasion. The Censor 
declares that he has reason to suspect that 
silver issued at a certain weight in the 
first instance was entered on the books of 
the Office of the Imperial Household at a 
differnt weight. Effect is ordered to be 
given to his application. 

(2) With an unimportant exception, 
the whole of this day's Gazette is occupied 
with a report from the Governor of Shansi 
of tho result of an enquiry into the conduct 
of a former sub-Profect of P'ing-ting Chou, 
in that province, against whom charges 
wero brought of malversation in connection 
with the distribution of famine relief. Ho 
was denounced by an anonymous now 
individual on four counts -— 

1—That he appropriated four hundred 
piouls of grain left over at the close of the 
distribution of relief. 

2—That he purposely delayed publici- 
tion of the Imperial proclamations granting 
immunity from taxationin afflicted districts. 

3—That he purposely screened the 
defendant in a lawsuit, and neglected to 
hold an inquest on the body of a man who 
committed suicide in consequence of a false 
accusation brought against him by the 
said defendant, 

4—That he countenanced the sale of 
women and girls in his jurisdiction, by 
brokers from other places. All these 
charges are gone into at great length, and 
the memorialist shows that with. one 
slight exception, they are all untrue. 
‘The sub-Prefect, who is now in mourning 
for his mother, did not appropriate the 
balance of the grain, but sold it, and ‘the 
money is still in’ hand. He did not 
neglect to issue ‘the Imperial proclama- 
tions the day after their receipt, except in

Memorialists, 
without due inquiry into the facts, rashly 
recommended him for a mark of Imperial 
approbation. Tho mistake was at once 
detected and reported by the Censors of 
the Eastern Division of the city, in which 
quarter the actual apprehender of the 
criminal resides. Memorialists have no 
excuse to plead in extenuation, and 
that they may be punished. They have 
been committed to the Board by decree 
earlier issued for the determination of a 
penalty. 

(2) Memorial from the Governor of Yiin- 
nan, praying that the Magistrate of tho 
Chiang-ch’uan District may at once be 
cashiered and placed on his trial for barbar- 
ously beating three prisoners, who short! 
afterwards died of the wounds thus inflict 
‘Torture, memorialist observes, should only 
be applied in grave cases of murder or robs 
bery with violence. In other cases tho 
truth should be elicited by careful question- 
ing.—Rescript: Noted.

SPECIAL MEETING OF LANDRENTERS OF THE 
FRENCH CONCESSION. 


A special meeting of Landronters of the 
French Concession was held at the Munici- 
pal Hall on Monday afternoon. 

Mr. Mysurox, Vico-Prosident of the 
Municipal Council and Messrs. Cumino 
and Brunat, together with Mr. Bonabeau, 
Secretary of the Council, occupied seats on 
tho platform. 

The CHAtaAN announced that tho 
Landrenters had been called together to 
| express their viows as to the introduction 
of tramways into the Concession. On the 
wall was a large plan showing the routo 
that it was proposed the tramway should 
take, according to tho presont idoss of 
Mestrs. Jardine, Matheson and Co., the 
firm who proposed to construct it.” Tho 
Council, he said, were favourable to th 
scheme, but they had thought it advisable 
to ask for an expression of opinion on the 
part of the Ratepayers first. 

After the reading by Mr. Bonabeau of 
the document in reference to the tra A 

‘Mr. Matawan asked permission to make 
a fow remarks relating to the form of the 

iroular convening the meeting. "Th 
circular, ho thought, strictly specified that 
the electors were ‘simply called upon to 
expross their views. 

‘After some consultation with his collea- 
gues, Mr. Brunat replied that the members 
of the Council had the power of usin, 
their discretion, and, mozeover, thoy did 
not wish to conceal from the electors the 
fact that they were favourably inclined 
towards the schome ; but thoy were ready, 
however, to submit to the majority. 

Tn presence of this declaration, Mr. 
Marenan remarked that none of the 
legal technicalities exacted by French law 
appeared to have been observed ; namely, an 
enquiry into tho project, and this would 
necessitate a plan with full particulars 
being deposited at the office of the Council 
for the information of the Landrenters, 
who would bo at liberty to register their 
observations in a book kept for that special 
purpose. 

‘Mr. Browat remarked on behalf of the 
Council that the general question was as 
to whether or not tramways would be 
accepted in theory, but as regarded their 
practical adoption the legal forms roferred 
to would be complied with. Before the 
votes were taken, Mr, Brunat furthermore 
assured the meeting that no definite pro- 
gramme would be accepted without this 
electors being called upon to express their 
views on the subject in writing. 

Dr. Yares enquired if there were. no 
possibility of a modification of the route aa 
marked on the plan before them. 

‘The Cuaraaan observed that the plan 
on the wall was the only one before the

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‘Dr. Yares said that if no alteration were 
made in the route he should protest against 
it, because it would pass within twelve or 
fifteen feet of his church door and of his 
awelling-houso, ‘There were several other. 
streota through which the tramway could 
pass without inconvenience to him, and 
indeed he thought it was going out of its way 
by taking that particular route. If the pro- 
moters persisted in laying it there he should 
go so far as to commit a breach of the peace 
and thus bring the mattér before his own 
Consul. ‘Tramways, he considered, were 
ood means to forward civilisation and the 
Etroduction of railways into China, but 
in no Western country would a rail be 
allowed to pass so close to a person’s door 
fs was propored inthis aso, ‘Ho complained 
of a nitisence from which he already 
sulfered, « squeaking pump and a number 
of water carts assembling near his property, 
and said that if the Municipality intonded 
to add snother nuisance, he should not 
only oppose it by his vote, but afterwards he 
should atand on his personal and religions 
rights as an American citizen, which 
no man had a right to infringe, and dig 
it up. No one had the right to inflict a

‘Mr. G. A. Burtze pointed out that the 
tramway, ag shown on tho plan, passed in 
frontof the Kin-leo-yuen property, wherethe 
toad was only thirty feet wide. ‘The China 
Morchants’ Company had generally one or 
two steamers loading or discharging there, | 
and the tramway naturally would cause a‘ 
great obstruction, He therefore protested 
‘against the tramway taking the route shown 
on the plan, in tho interest of the China 
‘Merchants’ Steam Navigation Company. 

‘The Rev. Father Maxrmver considered 
that the Landrenters should have, the 
opportunity of discussing the plan proposed 
Dofore deciding on it. It those present 
favoured the plan, with modifications, 
would those suggested modifications be 
regarded by the Council? Unless they 
had some guaranty that their opinions 
would have some weight with the Council, 
hat would be the uée of their voting? 

‘A Parsoo gentleman rose and asked that 
the remarks just made by the Rev. Father 
should be translated into English, but he 
receive no reply from the platform.

A ROUND TRIP.IN THE “APPIN.” 

‘We have been favoured with the perusal 

ofa diary kept by one of the passengers by 
the C.G.8.N. Co.'s steamer Appin, on 
her- last round trip to Wladivostock, 
Nicholaevsk and other northern ports, 
and make the following interesting 
extracts :— 

‘We left Shanghai on the 15th June, 1881, 
and arrived at Navasaki on the 17th about 
5.30 p.m. We left Nagasaki at 2.35 
‘a.m. on the 19th, en route to Wladivostock, 
which we reached about 2.40 p.m. on

the 22nd, after rather~a ‘rough’ passage; 








vostock is a Russian military station, 
ing a beautiful -harbour, in which 
several Russian men-of-war lay at anchor. 
Upon the north side of the harbour is a 
large garden tastefully laid out at a con- 
iderable height above the sea level, and 
here naval bands discoursed excollent 
music for several hours during the after~ 
noon and evening, We made two journeys 
into the surrounding country, one to 
the extreme end of the harbour, where - 
large brick ana tile works are busily engaged 
making brick, principally for the Rusuian . 
Government, for building barracks, dc. 
The other journey was over the hills and 
along the seaside as far as the Browery. 
Afier looking over this establishment and 
passing our-opinion upon the place and 
the quality of the different samples of boer, 
we returned to the Appin in time for 
dinner, The mode of travelling here is 
upon droskies, generally with two horses, 
one in the shafts and the other hitched on 
i to conveniently throw up 
or mud in your face. ‘This 
carriage will carry two people and 
driver on a small box. It has no springs - 
and the roads (if they’ can be so called) 
so rough that the jolting one gots 
fficient to make the liver forget 
ggishness and to produco a sharp 
appetite. At Wladivostock several thou- 
sand soldiers aro encamped., ‘Tho posi- 
tion of the town is good, ‘the houses 
are all constructed of wooden logs, and 
althoush rustic in appearance outside, they 
are nevertheless very comfortable, Eve 
house from the higheat to the lowest, is built 
in Russian style, and has an immenae stove 
which heats the whole house, and the only 
fault one could find was that the rooms 
are kept ata very high temperature, Thero 
is little or no arrangement of streots. A , 
fow miles distant from Wladivostock coal 
tines upon a lange sealeare being opened 
by a Mr. S. Morris, and we underatooi 
they would in due time give good. results, 
‘We left Wiadivostock at 0.20 a.m. on the 
Ath, our next place of call being Mouka, 
which we reached at 9.50 p.m. on tho 
26th. Here we stayed only a fow hours, 
and being dark could seo little of the 
place. Mouka is situated upon the coast of 
the island of Saghalien. ‘The inhabitants are 
a fow Europeans, several hundred Ainos, 
andafew Chinese and Japanese, ‘Their prin« 
cipal ocoupation is fishing and gathoring 
large quantities of seaweed for the Chinese 
market. We left Mouka at 12,55 p.m, on 
the 27th, and arrived outside De Castries 
Bay at noon on the 28th. Here we were 
detained for about seven hours, by a denso 
fog. During thedetention, however, we wore 
not idle, forall hands whocould muster hook 
and line set to work fishing in earnest. Wo 
brought'on deck considerably over one 
hundred beautiful cod-fish, averaging in 
weight about sixteon pounds, and from ong 
to two hundred fish of other kinds, of all 
shapes and sizes, to find names for which 
I believe would have puzzled the late 
Buckland himself, But the most rei 
able episode in our fishing exploit was 
tho landing of a monster fish with a half- 
inch hook and fine line. While we sat 
down to dinner the lines were all left 
out full baited, so that the fish might feed 
as well as ourselves. Upon returning 
on deck, one of the passengers began. to 
pull up the captain’s line, when he found 
there was a heavy fish upon it, On the 
imonster being brought to the surface a great 
shout was raised, and all hands rushed aft 
to know the cause. ‘The scone was exciting 
for soveral minutes, as it was impossible to 
land so large a fish with such a small line. 
A boat was immediately lowered and the 
chief officer made a strong rope fast in 
front of the fish’s tail, but even with this we 
were unable to land him, but managed 
to get him into the small boat, and 
the ‘boat being hoisted by the usual 
tackle, the grand prize was safely got-on 
deck. “The fish turned out to be a monster 
turbot, as the following dimensions will 
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show. It measured from tip of nose to tip 
of tail six feet, from fin to fin in depth 
35 inches, and’ in thickness through the 
middle of the body about nine inches. The 
weight was 168 Ibs. It seems almost inare- 
dible that a small } in. hook and line could 
havo secured such alarge fish, but it may be 
explained inthis way. Thisfish hada tongue 
exactly similar to that of an ox, and thehook 
had caught just at “the very root of it. 
It is thoreford reasonable to think that the 
fish could not endure the pain of dragging 
the hook when it was embedded in. so 
tondor a part. Had the hook caught hold in 
any other place the fish undoubtedly would 
have darted off with itstether. Just as the 
excitement of our fishing was at its height, 
tho fog cleared off and in less than an hour 
we had dropped anchor in De Castries Bay 
at 8.30 p.m, on the 28h. One of our 
passengers, Lieut. Irminger, who joined us 
at Wiadivostock, landed here. His particular 
business, wo understood, was to superintend 
tho laying down of a ‘cable between De 
Castries and Douai, an extension of the 
Great Northern ‘Telegraph Company. In 
Lieut, Irminger we lost a most agceeable 
follow-passonger. Our few hours’ stay in De 
Castries Bay was during the night, so that 
wo could see very little of the surrounding 
country. At daybreak on the 29th we hove 
anchor and proceeded on our journey 
towards Nicholaievsk, which place we 











reached the same evening at about 
eight o'clock. This part of our journey 
was’ most 


interesting as regarded the 
toonery. Leaving De" Castries Bay 
about 4 a.m., we reached the mouth of the 
river Amoor about noon. In many parts 
the water is shallow, and a constant current 
downwards makes navigation tedious and 
necessarily slow. ‘The width of the Amoor 
at this point is about five or six miles, and 
the mountainous appearance of its banks 
brings to our recollection some of the fine 
sconery to bo found in the British isles. 
Provious to entering the mouth of the river 
we met two steamers bound southwards, 
the Blackhalls and the Europa, both 
of which we heard had been ayround 
in the river, the former sustaining con- 
siderable damage to her hull. Happily 
the Appin did not meet with any such 
misfortune, and our journey to and from 
Nicholaievsk was accomplished without th 
aid of a pilot. ‘This speaks volumes 
favour of our Captain and his officers. 
‘Upon the banks of the river are to be seen 
numerous fishing villages, and at one of 
these stations, named Prongee Point, we 
slowed down, and in exchange for a 
small quantity of tea and rice we got 
a splendid lot of young fresh salmon. 
‘The inhabitants of ‘these fishing villages 
are Ghelaks, but of their pecu- 
liarities aro beyond description. ‘The nearest 
approach to their appearance may be 
seen in the well-known book “‘ Robinson 
Crusoe.” They have long bristly black hair, 
broad flat features and dark skins ; their 
clothing is composed of fur, /such as 
they find by killing the wild animals of 
their district, viz., fox, otter, tiger, bears, 
&o. It is almost impossible to distinguish 
their sex, and they are altogether a very 
ditty loolking-class of human beings. We 
were told, however, that they are very 
kind, faithful and inoffensive creatures. It 
would be interesting to see the change 
that could be made in the facial appear- 
ance of a Ghelak or an Aino after 
a few hours’ cutting, shaving and sham- 
woing in the famed establishment of our 
Polite towneman. Our. stay at Nicho- 
laievak, five days, was the most enjoyable 
part of our trip, thanke to the open and 
congenial-hearted people we met there. 
On our first day, the 30th June, we had a 
long walk into the country early in the 
morning, and breakfasted at the house of 
Messrs. Scheuck and Co., Agents for 
Messrs, Jardine, Matheson and Co. In the 
afternoon we were agreeably surprised 
to find a pienic upon a magnificent scale 
had been arranged for our enjoyment. 









































Our party was driven out in five droskies 
drawn by splendid Russian horses, raised 
by imported stock, These animals are 
much larger than the Shanghai ponies, 
and have strong limbs and splendid 
action; as might be expected, they 
are very valuable. From enquiries we 
made we judged that one of average 
wwality could not be Innded in Shanghai 
Goross than about ‘Tis. 200. Driven ab 
a rattling pace, we drove about eight 
miles out into the country. Our company 
consisted of eleven gentlemen in all. 
Having selected a beautiful green slope 
upon the banks of a small tributary 
of the Amoor, we pitched our tent. A 
quantity of wood having beon gathered 
a large bonfire was soon in a blaze, around 
which onshions from the droskies were 
placed and the good cheer of Nicholaiorsk 
was set before the company with uo 
ungparing hand. Having spent a most 
enjoyable afternoon, barring the mosqui- 
toes, which were of a specially powerful 
kind, we returned to the Settlement to 
spend an equally enjoyable evening with 
our hospitable friends. The followin, 
day, Ist July, was wet throughout, anc 
we ‘spent miost of the day on board. 
In order to show our appreciation of the 
kindness extended to us on shore, the 
Captain had invited the whole company of 
yesterday to dine on board the Appin, and 
a very jolly evening was the result, Captain 
Hutchinson (who found the wreck of the 
sinall schooner Nellie, a full account of the 
loss of which vessel’ was reported in the 
North-China Daily News at the time), was 
with us. ‘This vessel was lost at Shanturask, 
in the sea of Okotsk. ‘The crow had died 
of scurvy, which they need not have done, 
had they known enough of the country 
to have eaten of the berries which grow 
in great abundance on the Island. ‘Tho 
fearless navigator who found the. unfor- 
tunate vessel was one of our company, 
and the tales of some of his hunting 

















expeditidns and hairbreadth escapes wore |, 
of much interest to us. His verbal account 


of the finding of the Nellie\and the dead 
bodies of her Captain and crew was 
listened to with great attention. On the 
following day, the 2nd July, we were invited 
to tiffin at tl of Messrs. Jamieson 
and Newman, merchants, at Nicholaievsk, 
where the whole of our companions of the 
previous two days met us. In the afternoon 
we were introduced to the Club and duly 
enrolled as members. We enjoyed there 
sundry games of bowls and billiards. The 
Nicholaievsk Club is commodions, having 
large bar and billiard room, reading room 
and spacious ball room, ladies’ and gentle- 
men’s sitting rooms, together with the 
ladies dressing room. .There is also a 
bowling alley in the background, with 
house accomodation for the Secretary and 
the attendants of the Club. 

In the evening a dance was given when 
we had an opportunity of meeting a fow 
of the Russian ladies. Upwards of a 
hundred ladies and gentlemen were present, 
and a very nice time we had. Most 
of the Russian ladies are handsome and 
very good-looking, but the majority of their 
dances,‘although in some respects ‘similar, 
were different to our English oues. Most 
of Sunday and Monday, the 4th and 5th 
July, was spe t in looking round the 
place and enjoying the hospitable table of 
Mr. Schenck. On Sunday we paid a visit 
to the Cathedral, where the Greek form of 
worship is observed. The Cathedral is an 
imposing edifice, built of wooden logs, 
and is ‘of the same class of architecture 
and construction as the Russian houses. 
There are, however, three large domes of 
elliptical form, the green, white and gold 
painting of which cause it to present a 
strong contrast to any of the other buildings 
in the place. There is an excellent chime 
of bells, and these are kept in motion 
most of the day on Sundays. Monday 
being the 4th July, we did not forget tu 
decorate our ship, displaying the noble 





























fiag of the Stars and Stripes at the main, 
On Monday evening we were entertained 
at the house of Col. Peckroff, the Chief of 
Police and Magistrate of the place. Mrs. 
Peckroff who is rematkably nice-looking, 
was highly entertaining, and at. about 
2am, on Tuesday morning we sat down 
to supper in regular Russian style. ‘The 
“samovar,” which in some respects is 
like our teapot, is always on the table, 
and tea and other creature comforts were 
supplied in abundance. ‘The hour of our 
departure was now close at hand. Our 
friends with whom we were indeed sorry 
to part, came on board: with us, and 
after the usual wishes we hove anchor 
at 5 a.m., on the Sth July, giving our 
friends a farewell blast of the whistle, 
which they did not fail to return with 
three-fold energy from thei 
and we were soon out of 
homeward journey. It must not be 
forgotten that we parted here with another 
very agreeable passenger, who joined us on 
our outward journey at Wladivostock, a 
General Peckoff, Superintendent of the 
Rassian telegraph aystom throughout 
Siberia. His destination was Alexandrovsk, 
about 1,500 miles above Nicholaiovsk, on 
the Amoor. He was a very handsome 
man of about six feet three inches 
in height, and a thorough linguist. A 
vessel Inden with telegraph — material 
was to follow him-in a fortnight, and 
from conversations with him we learned of 
extensive telegraphic operations about 
to be commenced throughout Siberi 
and northern Russia, Feom Nicholaiov 
‘a passenger, Mr. Killer, joined us, 
bound for Douai, our next placo of 
call, which we reached the samo evening 
at 10 o'clock p.m. the 6th July, 
and anchored for the night, Douai ia a 
small village situated upon the coast of the 
land of Saghalien, whore a groat number 
of Russian convicts arostationed. In fact, 
the whole island of Saghalion is reserved 
for conviets. ‘The Appin's object in calling 
to coal. ‘There is a largo _ 
in which the convicts are” 
gmployed: On the moming of the 6th 
Taly, the’ boats came alongside with coal. 
The ‘whole of the labour was done by... 
convicts, and wo had a good opportanity of 
ing them, We were informed that nearly 
whole of the convicts (many thousands) 
transported to the island of Saghalion are 
murderers, and this excited our curiosity 
the more to have a good look at 
them.” ‘There were some formidable, 
even ferocious-looking fellows amon; 
them. Others, again, wore handsome an 
good-looking. ‘Tho "men who put our 
coal on board wore convict dross, but no 
chains, and they seemed to work well and 
wit) ll, for by four o'clock in the after- 
noon they had shipped us over 40 tons of 
coal, and we were about one and a half mile 
from the coaling station on shore. The 
coal is of very poor quality and more like 
dusty nut coal and would be very suitable 
for smithy work, but not for steaming... 
‘We left Douai about 7 o'clock p.in., reach- 
ing Mouka about 9.30 the following night, ** 
the 7th July. We called here on our way 
up, but it being dark on both occasions, 
we could see nothing of the place. After 
taking on board Mr. Denby, who had 
chartered our ship to take seaweed. to 
Chefoo, we proceeded on our journey 
towards Aniway Bay, making a passing 
call at Oko, where the Buropa was leading: 
a cargo of seaweed for Chefoo. Our 
ext siopping point in Aniway Bay was 
Karsakorsk, which we reached about 4 p.m. 
on the 8th. Here we had to take-in at least * 
half our cargo. Aniway Bay lies at the 
south of the island of Saghalien, and at its 
mouth is about 50 miles wide. Karsakorsk 
is a large convict station. 140 of these men 
Were engaged to load our cargo seventy per 
cont. of whom were in chains and the same, 
remarks apply here (as to their appearance) 
as to those at Donai. ‘They wete very eayer 
to get tobacco, cigars or spirits of any kind... 
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One of us threw  quarter-pound packet of 
tobacco and a packet of cigarette papers into 
one of the boats, and the amount of delight 
these gave to the poor fellows was very 
leasing to behold. Among them were 
Fandsome fellows, some very young and 
others old and ‘grey-headed. Even i 
murderers, as they are called, it made on 
blood run cold to hearthe rattling and clan! 
ing of their chains. We were informed that 
these convicts are never allowed to leave the 
Island, unless by special permission of the 
Emperor, so that a prisoner convicted of 
some minor offence and sontenced to only 
two years and sont ont to Saghalien, 
might as well be tormed for life, for 
although released from bondage, he has 
to remain on the Island. It is also stated 
that should the prisoner be married, his 
wifo and family, if thoy wish, can join him, 
and tho Russian Government encourage 
thom to, do so, as by this moans they 
ct to populate the country. We 
were told that 500 female prisoners were 
expected shortly to arrivo, so that prisoners 
may marry among themselves. When 
released from their chains and set free, 
the Govetnment assign to them a piece 
of property, and assist them to build houses 
and to cultivate the land, but even then 
they aro under military supervision. We 
saw many domestic servants, male and 
female, in the service of private people, who 
were Teleased convicts. “We questioned 
one man who was in chains as to what 
ho had dono, and what was his sentence. 
He jokingly repliod that he had got eight 
ears for garrotting a man, and said he was 
Potter off here than ia ‘Russia, as ho ould, 
“They put you in prison théro, for even 
smoking on the streets.” Upon the after- 
noon of Friday, the 9th, a drive into the 
country was arranged for us, somo riding 
on horseback and others’ in droskies. 
Provious to our starting a sori 
happened to one of our drivers, His horaes 
bolted down a stoop inclino towards the 
shoro, and they had just reached the beach 
when’ the man lost his balanco and fell 
from his seat. Ono of " 
entangled in tho wheel, and it was smash 
above the ankle, Ono of tho horses’ 
was much injured. The poor fellow 
convict whoro time had j i 
‘conveyed to the Hospital, 
informod us tho following day that it 
bad caso. On the following 
id a visit to what is

"Two of our party, however, honoured ti 
establishment with their patronage. We 
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all enjoyed our drive into, the country 
and hi 0 several walks all over 
the place. ‘The island of Saghalion is 


mountainous throughout, yet there are 
many pretty valleys, Jakes and rivulets. 
Bosides coming in contact with convicts 
we met the Governor and 
is staff, and many officials. 
The conclusion we’ arrived at was that 
contentment provailed. throughout, even 
the convicts giving no evidence of dis- 
content. They seemed well fed and 
well clad. They lived in commodious 
barracks, which from the outside appeared 
to be large airy and commodious. One 
evening we went to one of these, in 
‘which about 1,000 of them were ranged in 
the court-yard. Before retiring they sang 
en masse the Russian National Anthem 
with great. effect, which was further 
heightoned by the echo and re-echo in 
the surrounding hills, This especially 
applies to the plaintive parts of the noble 
air, Wo passed round the building and 
saw that for ventilation and comfort 
‘arrangements of the most complete kin 
had been made, Having received our con- 
vict labourers and taken their boats in tow, 
we lifted anchor abont 4 a.m. on Sunday 
morning, the 11th July, and proceeded 
to the extreme northernmost point of 
Aniway Bay to complete the shipping 
of our cargo, where the village called 








Chippisicana stretches along the shore. 
The inhabitants are-Russian farmers, by 
‘whom some beautiful horses and cattle are 
reared. Upon our landing, the whole of 
the villagers, mon and women and a great 
number of children, turned out and kindly 
treated us to as much milk as we desired. 


‘This was agreat treat. We took a walk along | 


the beach and observed what we considered 
to bo the appearance of both coal and iron 
in the face of the mountains. We collected 
a few specimens and brought them with 
us, with the view of having them assayed. 
Having completed our cargo we again 
shipped our convicts and conveyed them 
back to Karsakorsk and at 7 a.m. on tho 
13th July, started on our homeward journey 
towards Chefoo. We called at Outerranai, 
which is situated upon the island of Yesso. 
As.wo had only to land a passenger here, 
we did not anchor. Outerranai is a 
large and busy town. The harbour was 
covered with Japanese steam and sailing 
ships of all kinds and sizes, We could 
also seo the locomotive with its long 
train, flying along the sea coast. ‘This 
looked more like commercial enterprise 
than anything we had seen throughout our 
journey. In this particular alone, the 

thinese would do well to take a leaf’ from 
the Japanese. Leaving Outerranai Bay 
about 4 p.m, on the 14th July, we passed 
Sail about eight o'clock, and 
wore now fairly on our course towards 
Ghefoo. Our run from Sail Rock to 
Chefoo was mast pleasant and interesting, 
runningalong the Corean coast. On the15th 
and 16th we had fair weather, but much 
fog and little could be observed. On the 
17th, passed Dadgelet Island about 1.30 p.m.; 
on the 18th passed Sentinel Island about 
3p.m., and Castle Island about 1 p.m., 
and Capo Olemmard about 2.45. ‘These aro 
all on the south-western coast of Corea, On

Thursday, 28th July, at 12 o'clock, anchored 
outside Woosung. Friday, 29th July, at 
Aaylight started up the river and arrived 
at the wharf at 7 o'clock a.m., after havin; 
had a most delightful trip ‘and receive 
every attention and kindness from the. 
Captain and his officers, 

‘The diary concludes by an expression of 
opinion on the part of the writer that if 
any ono wishes to take a six weeks’ vaca- 
tion for the benefit of his health, he can- 
not do better than take a ticket for a 
round northerly trip on board the 0.C.S.N.

OPIUM IN CHINA. 


We -have reocived from the Imperial 
Maritime Customs’ Printing Office a copy 
of a publication on ‘ Opium,”—a compila- 
tion of reports on the subject drawn up by 
the Commi ners at the different treaty 
ports by order of the Inspector-General, 
who prefaces them with the following 
remarks :— 

1.—Opinm in China: how many smokers 
does the foreign drug supply —The follow- 
ing pages contain the results of an inquiry 
instituted to answer this question 

2.—The Commissioners of Customs at a 
score of ports along the coast and on the 
Yangtszo were instructed by circular to 
make inquiry in their respective districts 
and draw up replies to questions appended 
to the circular. ‘That cireular and the 
Commissioners’ roporta aro given hore in 
full, and in a separate table the answers 
to the questions will be found brought 
together for greater convenience. With 
these questions and answers to start from, 
‘an answer to the question at the head of 
this introductory note can be easily worked 
out. 

8.—In round numbers, the annual 
importation of foreign opium may be said to 
amount to 100,000 chests, or allowing 100 
catties to each chest, 10,000,000 catties (the 
catty is the Chineso pound : one catty is 
equal to one pound and a third avoirdupois). 

hen boiled down and converted into 
what is known as prepared opium, tho 
raw drug loses about 30 per cent. in weight ; 
accordingly, 10,000,000 cattios of the 
unprepared drug imported reach the hands

‘Treating all such replies as merely so many 
guesses, there are, it is to be remarked, 
two statements which may be taken as facts 
connection ; the ‘one is that, as far 
as we know to-day, the native opium pro-

foreign drug along the coast. Granting, 
then, that the native ‘product equals’ the 
foreign import, and that 100,000" chests 
are produced annually, ‘and granting also 
fhat thisqnantity, when prepared, provides 
1,120,000,000 mace of ‘prepared opium for 
the annual consumption of 1,000,000 
tiorial smokers, the number of opium- 
smokers in China may be said to’be ‘in all 
2,000,000, or two-thirds of one per cent. of 
the population, -. The native product sells 
for one-half of the price obtained for the 
foreign drug, and ‘may be estimated'to 
paid for with, say, £8,400,000 by 1,000,000 
smokers, who spend about 54d. apiece daily. 
The total amount spent by China on this 
luxury, produced at home and imported 
from abroad, is thus, say, £25,000,000 
annually.
